Depuries at Ratisbon, in Behalf of the Luthe- 
‘ sans of Silefia, was prefented to the Emperour 
the goth of March 1708. 


Mo? Iuftrious, moft Potent, Invincible, and moft 
Gracious Emperour, King and, Lord. 
your Imperial and Royal Majeft, may 
pleafe to call to Mind that the 20. 0! June 
laft Year an Interceffory Letter was deliver’d ts your 
Majefty in the Name of our refpective Principals, 
in tavour of fuch of your Majediy’s Vaffals and 
Subj:cts in Silefia as profefs the Lucheran Religion, 
and that we folicited your Majefty to/ appoint Im- 
partial Comwsiffioners to Redrefs their Intolerable 
Grievaaces. 
Alchongh we did not immediately obtain any 
Refolation thereupon, the Delay whereof, we fup- 
pole, vas owing to the multiplicity of other impor- 
tant Afzirs; yer our Principals had not long after 
the SarisfaQtion ro hear that your Majefty had had 
fuck Regard to their Interceifion, that Commiffio- 
nets Were appointed to hear and redrefs the Grie- 
vances of the afore-nam’d Proteftants in Silefia. 

And whereas ihe King of Sweden, by Virrue of 
bis Guarautie of the Treaty of Weftphalia, has alio 
incerpos'd ia their behalf, and your Majefty has 
been yicas’d to Cater into a Treaty for 
the Reve: of the faid Proreftenis, purfuant to the 
Tenour of the Pociiegtion of Weftphalia ; Our 
reipective Principal, gre the more rejoyc’d thereat, 
becsufe the Pr sceftanrs in Silefia are now effetually 
theOy preffions and Injuries which they 
without your Majefty’s Knowledge and 
woalent, This moft Gracious being a freth In- 
ance of your Majefty’s Clemency and Juftice, we 
are commanded by our Principals to return your 
Majcity cactt humble Thzaks for the {ame. 

Bur it appearing py the late Treaty with the King 
of Sweden, yar his Swedith Majefty referves to 
himfelf the Power of Interceding for a farther Li- 
betty Confciesce in Silefia, as being grounded on 
the “sth Article of the Pacification of Weftphalia, 
6 that his Plenipotentiary at Breflau hes made Ap- 


‘plication for the obcaining a competent Number of 


Charches and Schools in Upper Silefia, befides thofe 
already grarted in the Provinces of Brieg, Lignitz, 
Wohlau, Muniterberg 2nd Oclft, and the City of 
Breflan and irs Dependancies, for the Exercife of the 
Lutheran Religion ; our Principals thought it their 
Dury to fecond this jut Requcf, becaufe they are 
direed thereto by the Treaty of Weftphalia, and 
are withal defir us to follow the Steps of their An- 
ceftors, who often interpos’d their Interceffion for 
the Ex-pucion of Treaties relating to Religious Af- 
fairs in the Empire, and particularly in Silefia. 

We affure your mMajefty in the moft humble Man- 
her, that our Principals have no other Views bur ro 
promote the rene Intereft of your Majefty’s Here- 
ctary Domiaions ; bur that they hold themfelves 
cblig’d in Point of Confecience to with for, and pro- 
care the Welfare of fuch as Profefs the fame Faith 
‘sthemfelves; And we humbly conceive, that a So- 
veraign’s greateft Glory and Felicity lie ia the Spiri- 
tual and Temporal Welfare of his Sabjects. . 

Some may urge, that the Intercefiion made by the 


King of Sweden,and repeated by our Principals, forthe 


Allowance of more Churches to the Proteitants, 
feems contrary to the Treaty of Weftphalia ; that 
‘herefore no Demand of fuch allowance can be made

with Juftice ; And that your Majefty cannec gtem 
wirbout prejudicing the Intereft and Security ot sb 
Roman Catholicks in Silefia, where ch: 
are Tolerated out of iviercy only. 

On the other hand it cannot be denied that your 
Majelty’s Predeceffurs, our oj varticy Cieaency 
to the Proteftanis in aiiuw’d thea for 
time the free Exerciie of tueir Relign And 
this Favour did not cepend upon . 
Word and Promife, which inv be revox’d5 
Was grounded upon the Tenor of Agi 
made by he Emperors, Ferdi: anc and 
the BieCtor of Saxu.y. ft is arent 
from the 28th Article of Treaty of ‘ia, 
Wherein the fxcrcue of the Froiehant is 
imputed co the Emperour’s ¢.crcy, a Solemn ?ro- 
mife is mace to aincain and Proredt the fam. ad 
that Engagemcn: was feverai times repeated py 
the Emperour Leopold of Bleffed Memos; ; and it 


‘was uct fo much as pretended, that the States and 


Subjects of Sileiia had forfeiced their Liberty by 
their Condu@& in former Wars in Germany, and by 
receiving the Swedes into their Country, becaufe 
every thing that was wanlated by them from 1631 
to 1635, was Annuil’d by the Treaty concluded at 
Prague ; And the antient Pretence that a Soveraign 
has a Right to alter the Religion ia his Territories 
cannot avail in this Cafe, by reafon not only the 
Princes and States of Silefia, but alfo all the Subjects 
in particular, were affur'd of a free Exercife of their 


Religion. This is expreily Stipulated in the Treaty 


of Ofnabrug, by Vertue whereof, the Crown of 


Sweden as Guarand, and the Elef&tois and other 


Princes and States,have an undifputable Right to in- 
tercede when ihey fhall have Occafion, for a larger 
Exercife anda greater Freedom of theProteftani Faith ; 
And it may not be amis to obferve thar the Prote- 
ftant Princes and Siates made ule of this Right, be- 
fore the Crown of Sweden concern’d it felf in Re- 
ligious Affairs at the time the Treaty of Weftphalia 
was fer on Foot, When the Imverial Commiffioners 
having no power togrant any thing farther, it was a- 
gree’d by a folemn Compact, that at leaft the 
Churches and Schools, being the Principal Conve- 
niences for publick Worthip and Inftruction, thould 
remain in Statu quo, and that Regard fhould be had 
at a more proper time to Interceilions for a greater 
Freedom of the Proteftant Religion as was Pradtic’d 
in 1648: to whickgour Principals and their Asceftors 
have conftantly referr’d themfelves, purfuant to 
the 41ft Article of the Treaty of Weftphalia. 
For thefe and other Reafons, and becaufe your 
Imperial Majefty has declar'd in the laft Treaty that 
Regard fhould be had to Intercetlions for a greater 
Liberty of Confcience in Silefia and the other Do- 
minions belonging to the moft Liluftrious Houle of 
Auftria, we doubt net of a moft Graciovs Anfwer 
ro our moft bumble Remonftrance in the Name of 
our Principals ; fince we follicic the Reftitucion only 
of fuch Churches and Schools as have been taken 
from the Proveftants in Silefia, that they may be 
{ufferd to enjoy the fame Liberty as is allow’d 1d 
others in the em Empire, and that they may 
have ancequal Share of your Majefty’s Clemency 
and Affection ; which they muft defpair of, if they 
fhould any longer be depriv’d of the Churches built 
by their Anceftors, and be oblig’d to travela great 
many Miles to Exercife their Religion, when their 
own Churches are fo near them, feveral whereof 
are fhut up, and others made ufe of for Worldly Bu- 
finefs. We therefore intreat your Majefty, not only. 
to permit your Proteftant Vaffals and Subjeds in 
Silefia ro make ufe of the old Churches, bur alfo 
to 
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}o fuffer them to build new ones, and to Proted& 


theta therein. 
Your Mayefty’s Secular Intercft and that of the 
Roman Ca.tolick Religion, are fo far from receiv- 
ing any Veejudice thereby, that boch wiil be che more 
Pr andSecur'd ; for the Catholicks ana the 
Pic cftance will kaow what is their own, and a 
goo. Harraony and Concord will be ettablith'd and 
the Jatter in particular will by this Means be con- 
ficm’d in their Dury to God and their Soveraiga. 
The, will be ready to acknowledge fuch an unva- 
luable Condefcention of your Majzfty, with veatu- 
ring sheir Lives and Poffeifions for your Majeity’s 
Service in this Dangerous Conjuncture, and implo- 
ring God's Bleffing on your Majefty both in their 
Churches and Houfes ; and our I[iluftrious Princi- 
pals wi!i endeavour to requite {uch an extraordinary 
Favou: beftow’d on thofe who are of the fame Re- 
ligion with themfelves. We recommend our felvesto 
your Majefty’s Clemency, and remain with moft 
humble Refpe&, 
Ratabon, March to. Your Imperial and Royal 
1708. Majefty’s mot humble 
and moft obedient. The 
Deputies and Envoys of 
the Electors, Princes and 
States at Ratisbon, who 
are of the Augsburg Con- 
feifion.
